Wreck of a World's Fair 


Special at Battle 


Creek. 


A Score of Pinioned Victims 


Burned to Death 


In Sight of Horrified People 


Powerless to Help. 


Awful but Triumphant Death of 


Woman.

BATTLE CUEKK, Mich., Oct. 21.— 


Twenty-six heaps of charred, black- 
ened flesh, all that remains of what 
but now were men, women and chil- 
dren in the enjoyment of life, health 
and happiness, rest upon the floor in 
an improvised morgue in the basement 
of a furniture store in this city. A 
mile away in the city hospital are a 
score or more of human beinjys with 
gashed bodies and broken limbs Add 
to this an engineer in jail and a con- 
ductor a fugitive from the law, and the 
story is told, in brief, of the latest of 
railroad horrors, and one of the most 
appalling1 in its character of this or re- 
cent years. 


Direct disobedience of orders on the 


part of a Chicago & Grand Trunk en- 
gineer and conductor, both of whom 
had seen lonp service with the com- 
pany and were regwrdetl as model em- 
ployes, was the cause of the tragedy. 
A Raymond and Wlutcomb special 
train of eight palace cars, lilled with 
eastern folk who had been taking1 in 
the slghta of the World's fair, left the 
Sixtieth-Street depot of the road at 
Chicago at 8:15, as the lirst section of 
the night express, known as No. ti. 
The train was in charg-e of Engineer 
Henry Wooley and Conductor Hurt N. 
Scott, both residents of this place. 
All wes^ well until the Battle Creek 
depot,waa reached. This was at 337.

train, which was nearly three hours 
late, was composed of nine day coaches 
and two bag-gage cars. Most of the ' 
coaches had seen many years service ! 
and were in poor condition to stand'a 
collision. Every car was packed with 
eastern people the majority of whom, j 
taking advantage of the low rates 
were on their way to take in the last 
week of the exposition.

The Pacific express was in charge of 


Engineer Gil Cranshaw and Conductor 
John Bird, both of whom had received 
orders at Lansing to look ont for the 
west-bound train on the double track, 
and were accordingly on the alert. 
After receiving his orders at the Bat- 
Ue Creek station, Engineer Wooley 
proceeded up the double track, but in- 
stead of stopping, as were his instruc- 
tion* until the west-bound express had 
passed, he continued on and entered 
the main single track. Be had hardly 
gone more than an eighth of a mile 
when the headlight of the Pacific ex- 
press was seen coming around the 
slight curve behind the telegraph of-

of the railroad yards It was

neers .. 1 firemen of .both trains jumped 
for their lives, and a second later the 
giant locomotives came together with 
a crash that could be heard a^alf mile 
away. With fearful force the engine 
of the special plowed nearly half wav 
into that of the express, driving it 
backwards into the baggage cars, and 
the latter in turn into the day coaches 
behind. Tbe shock was so terrific that 
the first four of these were completely 
telescoped, the first coach 
cutting 


through the second, and the second 
into the third like a flash of lightning. 
tha roof of each passing over the heads 
of the sleeping pauengers, and sweep- 
ing them in amass to the north end of 
the curs. 


To adi to the horror the wreck took 


flre from the stoves or lamps, and as 
the flames mounted up, the groans and 
shrieks of the maimed and injured 
were 
succeeded 
by heartrending, 


agoniaing cries and appeals for help 
from the score of victims imprisoned 
by the heavy timbers or held down by 
the seats and frame work. The trav- 
elers on the special, nearly all of whom 
had been shaken out of their berths by 
the shock, poured ont of the cars, but 
before the fury of the flames they were 
almost powerless to render any assist- 
ance except to the injured in the 
fourth car. 


At the moment of the crash Henry 


Canneld, one of the night clerks in the 
Grand Trunk office, a short distance 
»nay, pulled the fire-alarm box and

also telephoned to the^en#iue housa 
for aid. As ill-fortune would have it, 
however, the key to the tower was 
mislaid, und several minutes were lost 
before the alarm bell was sounded to 
awaken the citizens The fire depart- 
ment was prompt hi responding1, but 
tho nearest hydrant \v as nearly 3,000 
feet away, and \\hen a line of hose was 
hiftl the pressure wat. not sufficient to 
thiow a stream 
Finally a stream was 


secured from unother hydrant, the-fire- 
men meanwhile attacking-the blazing 
wreck with axes, hatchets, und lengths 
of rails found in the yard; but by the 
time that a supply of water was availa- 
ble the telescoped coaches had been re- 
duced to fragments of charred timber, 
little more than the trucks remaining1. 


The firemen then commenced the 


grewsome work of recovering what 
remained of the victims, the police 
taking- charge of the valuables and 
keeping the crowd at a distance. 


In response to the alarm from the 


fire station pretty nearly the entire 
town had turned out, and the leading 
residents, assisted by their wives, de- 
voted themselves to the relief of those 
injured in the fourth car. These were 
placed in buggies and cars and taken 
to the Nichols' house, where a corps of 
physicians and nurses were in waiting 
to minister to their sufferings. 


The first body was. found about 7 


o'clock, and a few minutes later a 
dozen were discovered in a heap around 
the stove in the second car. The task 
continued until twenty bodies or por- 
tions of human be ing's had been brought 
out of the debris. 


For want of a sufficient number of 


stretchers, boards wore nailed together, 
and a freight car standing on the side- 
track was converted into a temporary 
morgue. 


As the night went on portions of 


satchels and valises, pockets, several 
gold and silver watches, pocketbooks 
containing currency and a quantity of 
silver money, uerc brought to light 
and turned over to the officers 


When a second search of the debris 


was made and it wab certain that no 
bodies reammctl the freight car was 
backed down to the city depot, the 
charred remains transferred to an un- 
dertaker's, u. wrecking crew set to 
work, the ilebi is again sorted and 
afterward*, burnt, and there is nothing 
in the railroad yards but a heap of 
ashes to tell the story of one of the 
most awful holocausts in the history 
of the railroad. 


Not until their dying day will some 


of the citizens who xvei'O early on the 
ground forget the scene tint tlu-y were 
compeled to witness and helpless to 
relieve. 


No pen can describe the last mo- 


inentb of Mrs. Charles Van Dusen 
She 


had succeeded in getting herself out of 
the window, but her fimbs were pin- 
ioned by the heavy framewoik of the 
feent she had. been occupying- with her 
husband 
Thus held, i casting and 


burning from the feet up, she pleaded 
ami bogged for tlie help that those out- 
side \\ere powerless to g"ive 
Despite 


hei terrible agony she letainecl con- 
sciousness to the last, anil us the flumes 
crept up and surrounded her she called 
out her name and that of fiiends to be 
notified. 


"lam a teacher in tlie Methodist 


Sunday-school at Sprout Brook, N. 
Y ,' she cried 
"Say J die like a Chris- 


tian " 


Then the side of the car gave way 


and she fell back into the flames. 


Her husband had meanwhile been 


rescued from the next ciCr into which 
he had been driven by the force of the 
collision. Both limbs were fractured 
and he had also received intetnal in- 
juries 
He retained consciousness un- 


til his clentli, but was kept in igno- 
rance of the fate of his wife. In his 
last breath he asked Kev. George B 
Kulp to &end hife love to his two chil- 
dren that he had, left at home and also 
to give them his watch. He was 47 
years old and a deacon in the Metho- 
dist church of his native village.

New York, 
in the name of Harry J Archbell, bun-, 
die of personal articles with card of 
Henry Oppprman, passenger agent, 84 
Broadway, JNew York, letter addressed 
to Onion Roberts, ttO Nashua street, 
New Yoik, bundle with letter ad- 
dressed to James G. Worthman, 431 
East Eightieth street, New York 


That Wm. Lewis Wilson, of Evans- 


ton, 111, is one of the victims is evi- 
dent from the contents of a valise that 
escaped tbe flames A large number 
of engraved cards, together with a 
number of cards marked Mrs. L. B 
Hayes, enclosed in a box, showing 
that they had been printed by Geo 
Mair, of Evanston. 


Other articles found included a chain 


«f large gold, beads, three watches and 
a Bible, having on the title page the 
following. "Emblem for St. Clement's 
class, Anchor: Hebrews, 6:19. Teacher, 
J S. Arch, Easter, 1888." The name 
is so near the edge that It could not 
have been 
Archibald, but a short 


name like Archer. 


A slip of paper in the Bible, but 


probably not connected with it, as 
shown by marks of burning upon it, 
had the following- "111, October 3, 
1898.—The following orders from your 
customers, Potten & Sons." Then fol- 
lowed a page of short hnes, unreada- 
ble, and all were signed J W. Goddard 
& Son 


Engineer Wooley'e Statement. 


After the wreck Engineer Wooley of 


the special train remained upon the 
spot and viewed the horror that had 
been caused by his neglect of orders.

"When my engine was coupled on to

'Conductor Scott asked ine if a was 
ready to go. I said no; that I had not 
oiled my engine yet. I took my oilcan 
and got off on the side farthest from 
the depot, south side. Scott came 
around on my side of the engine and 
handed me my orders and said to me: 
No 0 has gone through, He said: 
'The dispatcher Is crazy, about us 
not getting out of here.' I hur- 
ried up and got through oiling my 
engine and got up in the c:ib. At that 
time Conductor Scott wai* over near 
the platform. He asked me if I was 
ready to go. I asked if he was sure 
No. 9 had gone through. He said: 
Yes; 
she has.' 
My fireman heard 


that. After he had said that No 9 had 
gone through I asked him how the 
board was. He said: 'All clear. Look 
out for the board at Bellvue ' 


"I got upon ray seat and started the 


engine. I did not pass any switch en- 
gine, as has been reported, on the dou- 
ble track. 


"After I got into the yards I saw a 


headlight 
Thought at first that it 


was the switch engine, but in a mo- 
ment I saw that she was coming too 
fast 
J shut the throttle and reversed 


my engine. My train came to a atop 
and was standing still when No 9 
struck my engine. 


'I went to get off, but before I could 


do so I was thrown against the tank 
and my side was hurt. I asked my 
fireman after the wreck if he remem- 
bered what Scott said to me He said 
he did. He told me that No 9 had 
gone through. I saw Scott after the 
wreck. 
He was much excited.

asked him in regard to the order again. 
He muttered out something and said 
he thought that No. 9 had gone My 
side has been very sore all day. I 
have been lying down all day and not 
able to come out.1' 


A Qreweome Taeik. 


It was a grewsome task upon which 


General Secretary Ben F Berryrnan of 
the local Young Men's Christian, asso- 
ciation was engaged for several hours 
to-night 
He had been requested by

and

with a view of bringing1 to light 
something

Upon 


a sheet of canvas stre fcched upon 
the floor at the far e ad of 
the 


basement in Ranger & Farley's furni- 
ture and undertaking establishment, 
the blackened bodies and the trunks, 
some minus legs and some arms and 
head, were laid in a double row, A 
Chinese curtain that chut o£E the rest 
of the basement and a couple of -oil 
lamps that sent a funeral gla're over 
the extemporized morgue seemed to in- 
vest the surroundings With additional 
horrors. As one sheet after another 
was drawn away and that which was 
beneath exposed to view.more than one 
grey-headed veteran who had seen 
death in its worst form on the battle- 
field and elsewhere was forced to turn 
away 
There were but two of the 


twenty-five bodies that were possible 
of identification even by the most inti- 
mate fi tends of the victims. These 
were men, both charred from head to 
foot, but with the lineaments of the 
features preserved to a sufficient de- 
gree to admit of their bem# recognized. 
Tears came into the eyes of the by- 
standeis and one father in his sym- 
pathy fled from the place with a groan 
as the form of a little bov was lifted 
and placed on the table. 


Tlie collision had evidently found 


him doubled up on the seat sound 
asleep, for his little arms and legs 
were drawn up Qand death had made 
them so rigid that even the undertak- 
er's assistants, accustomed as they 
were to the task, could not straighten 
them out. The little hands, clinched 
tight in death,were charred tothebone, 
the feet were as black as the boots that 
had protected them, and the little toes 
had fed the flames But when the 
clothes about the trunk and the knee 
pants had been ripped off the flesh be- 
neath, soft and white as that of a new- 
ly-born babe, was revealed in hideous 
contrast to the rest of the body. Only 
the fragments of clothing that were 
saved and the fringe of red hair about 
the base of the skull will serve to ren- 
der theridentificatin of the child possi- 
ble. 


Of another victim, appaiently a well- 


built man, there was nothing but the 
trunk burnt through and through and 
from which the entrails piotruded 


The sex of four bodies could not be 


even conjectured until a medical man 
had been called in to give his opinion. 
One body lacked 9, limb, another an 
arm, eyes had been gouged from sock- 
ets and noses had beeo licked off by 
flames. 


Two bodies might 'have been taken 


for stumps of trees, for all evidence 
that remained that they were human 
beings but a few hours before. 


Telegrams were received last night 


from C G. Van Dusen, of Fort Plains, 
N. Y., asking that the bodies of the 
two victims of that name be cared for 
pending further advices. 


Another dispatch from F. D Shel- 


den, of Woonsoket, R 1 , requested 
that the remains of W. W. Henry be 
held until to-day. Still later L R. Ma- 
goon, of Providence, R. I , sent a dis- 
patch* saying: "What is cond Ition of 
remains of E J. Magoon. Please care 
for them. Will wire agaiu." 


The body of Van Dusen was placed 


in the vault of the undertaking estab- 
lishment but a few feet away from tlie 
unrecognizable body of his wife. 


Those of the victims that are n»i 


recognized by Monday will be placed 
in the vault of the Oak II ill cemetery, 
where they will remain until every ef- 
fort to fix their identity has failed. 


Conductor Scott's* Sttitement. 


Conductor Bertram M. Scott re- 


turnctl to the city last night and was 
ai once arrested by Chief of Police 
James Elliott on a warrant charging 
him with criminal negligence. He watt 
taken before Justice Henry and gvrs> 
bonds in $3,000 to appear on Mavtffty.

Wreck of a Ouron* Train. 


CLAJIKSBURG, W. Vo., Oct. SO.—A 


very serious wreck occurred on the 
line of the Baltimore & Ohio at Bridge- 
port, about ten miles from this plaoe, 
after daylight this morning, resulting 
in the death of one man and the seri- 
ous wounding of five others. 
The 


Barnum & Bailey circus was en route 
from Morgantown to Clarksburg, and 
the sections were running cloae to- 
gether. From some cause, one section 
came to a stop at Bridgeport when a 
heavy section following crashed into 
it, wrecking several ears and badly 
damaging the circus property with 
which they were) loaded. A great 
many of the attaches of the show were 
stowed[away among the wagons on the 
flat-cars composing the train, and a 
dozen of them were Involved in the 
wreck. George Everettfwu Instantly 
killed, and the wounded, who all re- 
mained at Bridgeport, number five. 
All the men belong in the east, but 
their names were not obtainable here. 


Fatal Oolllslon on tha Bmdlnir. 


TBKSTON, N. J., Oct. SO.—Three men 


were killed and four seriously injured 
late last night on the New Jersey aide 
of the Yardley bridge, about four miles 
above this city. A fruit train and a 
a coal train on the reading railroad 
collided, and three fruit cars were 
thrown thirty feet down an embank- 
ment 


The men were on their way to Phila- 


delphia in search of employment. 
They were stealing a ride on the fruit 
train. Dean was thrown forty feet 
against a barbed wire fence, and his 
body is a mass of bruises. De Mangin 
and Lane are injured internally, and 
Nugent will lose a leg. 


The coal train was standing at the 


time of the collision, the caboose show- 
ing white lights instead of the custom- 
ary red signals.

REVIEW. 


A Week of Much Gain In Hop* and a 


Little In Buslneis. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—R. G. Dun A 


Co.'s weekly review of trade, issued to- 
day, says: 


There has beeu much gala In hope and » lit- 


tle in business Assurances that the repeal 
lilll will soon be passed have been received by 
traders as a reason for buying things specula- 
tive at blglier prices, and with money abun- 
dant on call—188,000,000 having been received 
in this city within ten weeks—speculation in 
stocks and products has an unusual atimulue 
and would have expanded more but for con* 
tlnucd embarrassment of industries Stocks 
have gained during the week 05 cents per share 
on the average for railroads, with sales of 
1,000 000 shares. 


Tho receivership for ttte Union Pacific had 


been anticipated, and the street reasons that 
many othei stocks are netting on a receiver* 
ship basis already and that In general tha 
worst that Is likely to happen has been dis- 
counted 


Wheat haa risen 14 cents, helped by heavy , 


foreign purchases, and In spite of better crop I 
prospects corn la rating stroger Pork haa 
been lifted so far that another collapse Is 
feared by some Petroleum has been advanced 
1 cent and Brazil speculators are supposed to 
be utilizing bombardments to Increase the 
value of coffee 


With these good signs are some not so good 


Renewals of maturing notes to a larger 
amount are forced upon the banks lie re, though 
practically all the clearinghouse certificates 
have been retired here and at Boston. Busi- 
ness Is so slow that merchants are asking for 
few new loans and yet the aggregate of com- 
mercial Indebtedness must still be large. Tha 
state of the treasury excites remark. Its gold 
surplus having fallen to $82,335,789. 


Imports are far behind those of last year, and 


the accumulation of goods In bond Is unusu- 
ally large, BO that customs as well as Internal 
ievenue receiots decrease heavily. The root 
of the difficulty Is the decrease In consumption 
of all kinds, and In that respect the week has 
brought no perceptible change This shrink- 
age appears less la cotton here than In some 
other branches of maiiufacture, and during the 
week there was slight improvement In tbe 
market for some goods 
But dome large mills 


which recently resumed have stopped again, 
and while the number reported In operation In* 
creases, the condition of the markets indi- 
cates plainly that few are working at their 
full capacity The (reduction of wages ha* 
been general, and does not tend to Increase the 
consumptlonoj goods The caution of boot and 
shoo manufacturers it Is believed, haa enabled 
that industry to work Into a safe position, Jmt 
while the stocks of dealers are unquestionably 
very low, orders received are not enough to 
fully employ the shops In operation. Some 
Improvement Is reported and the decrease In 
eastern shipments compared with laat year la 
but 22 per cent for the week.

THE NORTHERN VENICE. 


The City of Amsterdam «id Iti Surround- 


ings. 


In respect to domestic life, the Dutch 


are more like the English than the 
French. They are more, much more, 
clean and more simple than the Fi ench 
From the Hague I traveled on to Am- 
sterdam, the northern Venice, as, it is( 
so often called. Certainly there arc a 
great many canals The houses nre 
very picturesque and possess, like those 
of Venice, considerable artistic merit 
The canals are, however, very inferior, 
that is, from the artistic point of view 
First and foremost, there are no gon- 
dolas, and secondly, the water, thouyh 
far from clean at Venice, is abominably 
foul at Amsterdam It is difficult to 
admire scenery while standing over an 
open sewer, and I have been inside 
many an underground sewer that did 
not smell as foul as the open canals of 
Amsterdam. Nevertheless from a little 
distance they are very beautif nl. 


Many of the canals have embank- 


ments wide enough to have on each 
side of the water a row of trees 
Thus 


we have for the center of the thorough- 
fare, water people with bargemen and 
bearing barges1 and craft of all de- 
scriptions. 
Then, on cither side a 


handsome row of trees, the whole en- 
closed toy lofty, quaint Dutch houses 
with their gabled roofs and varied 
shapes and designs 
Undoubtedly, it 


is a "town that wouM del qrht many an 
artist; and it has this great advantage 
over, for instance, Paris, that there is 
no monotony due to uniformity. The 
same may be said of the people in the 
street. In Holland, at least, national 
costumes have not yet been abolished. 
The Dutch women still dress -nith 
their brass headgear and strange and 
large Jewelry. 
The fishermen fiom 


the Zuyder Zee still wear breeches of 
wonderful and appalling proportions 
Though more than half a yard w cle, 
these wonderful garments only reach 
jnst below the knee. Then the head is 
covered with such a strange cap 
These dresses add much, to the interest 
end picturesque aspect of the streets 


Some idea of the peculiar aspect of 


Amsterdam may be gathered from the 
fact that the numerous canals cut the 
town into no less than ninety islands, 
which are connected with each other 
by about 300 bridges. The ground on 
which the houses stand is composed of 
loam and loose mud, bnt there is so 
mucu water arouud that this ground 
offers no solid foundation for building. 
Jt is necessary to drive piles down 
sometimes to a depth of twenty feet to 
find a foundation sufficiently solid to 
bnlld upon. Bnt then the wood worms 
Attack these piles, aad they gradually 
give way. Thus many houses are oat 
of perpendicular, a fact which, if it 
does not contribute to the comfort and 
lately of the inhabitants, further in- 
creases the peculiar and interesting 
tspcctof the town.—Philadelphia Tele- 
trapb.

It waa the 
battle that turned the tide in favor ot the 
American cause. Last. Thursday a moa 
ument 160 feet high was erected upon 
the spot where Washington stood when 
he issued orders disposing his troops to 
battle.

The events of the year had been 


against the American 
troops. 
The 


country was despondent. The people 
home were wagging their heads and pre- 
dicted final defeat to the cause. The 
British had massed an army at Trenton 
Washington with his army was on the 
other side ot the Delaware river. On 
Christmas night he secured boats and 
crowed the icy nver daterramed upon an 
attack in the morning. Sullivan led his 
division down the river to attack the 
town on the west. The other division, led 
by Washington and Greene, marched to 
the Princeton road, and at 8 o'clock in the 
morning these American colnmg, be- 
numbed and oold, rushed upon the Brit 
iah and Hessians from both directions 
and in a few minutes all were made pris- 
oners except some 600 light-horse and 
nfantry that escaped toward Borden- 
town. This victory waa complete and 
ihoronghly aronaed the nation from its 
despondency. The battle was fought by 
American boys—boys ot the age of 
many of those in oat history classes. 
Captain Alexander Hamilton, who com- 
manded the artillery that did splendid 
work Ithat morning, waa only 19 years ot 
age. If the boys gave their young lives 
o establish and save the country, why 
ahould not ihe American boys of to-day 
make American histoiy the history of 
heir choice? It is the history which 
directly concerns them. The time will 
come when the country will again need

Uw tattooing in regard to the threat- 
ened spread of amall pox in thto oounby 
and it would be well for the loeal board* 
to take op toe matter and arge people to 
vaeeinat*: 


Illinois hi* been thus far singularly, 


fortunate in escaping any epidemic oat 
break ot small pox, notwithstanding the 
frequect sad fatal omumnos* ot the 
die**** in surrounding commonwealth*. 
Outside ot Oook county there have been 
only s few isolated ease* during the past 
ton years. This remarkable immunity 
can only be attributed to the general en 
foroemect of vaccination in the state as a 
-Trait of the severe epidemic of 1881-33 


Inductions, however, sis now multi 


plying which point to a general epidemic 
spread ot the die**** throughout the 
whole country M oold weather ap- 
proach**. Introductions of the oontsgion 
will thus grow more frequent and, none 
or later, an likely to find any unprotected 
community and there establish an oat- 
break. 


The state board ot health arge* upon 


you the necessity of preparation while 
there ia yet time—during the remaining 
weeks ot pleasant tutnmn weather. Vac 
oination ot all those unprotected and re 
vaccination of all those not vaccinated 
within tbe past taw years should ba ee 
cured without delay.
